Planting of fingurling trout 
by airplane in California's high 
mountain lakes has been con­ 
cluded for the year, according 
to the DFG.

Four million, 200,101 fish 
wore planted this year. This is 
a decrease of more than two 
million from 195!).

Roason for the decrease was 
a shortage of Eastern Brook 
trout brought about by a dis­ 
ease at the Mount Shaslu 
Hatchery. Another factor was a 
decision by the Department 
that it is not necessary to 
stock every year those lakes 
whuro thu fishing pressure is 
extremely low.

By far the largc-siit propor­ 
tion of (lie plantings this year 
wore Rainbows   2,751-,95l). 
Brown trout formed the. small­ 
est total   144,720. Over a 
half million Eastern Brook 
were planted by air and nearly 
300,000 Kokanee and slightly 
over 300,000 Goltlejis.

The Los Angeles Lakers, 
basketball's in a j o r league 
transplants from Minneapo­ 
lis, signed Frank O'Neill of 
Torrance as team trainer, 
Wednesday morning for the 
coming NBA season, according 
to an annoucement by General 
Manager Louis Mohs.

O'Neill, 31, is a six year res­ 
ident in the city and has ex­ 
tensive background in the ath­ 
letic training field, as well as 
in physical therapy work.

O'NEILL'S training experi­ 
ence includes two years as as­ 
sistant trainer at USC, and five 
years as an assistant with the 
Los Angeles Rams.

He left the Rams in 1958 to 
become the Head Trainer witli 
the Philadelphia Eagles. It was 
his Eagle position that led di­ 
rectly to the Laker job, as a 
personal phone call from Buck 
Shaw, Eagle Head Coach, to 
Mohs swung the balance in. 
O'Neill's favor.

THE NEW Laker trainer re­ 
sides at 5220 Maricopa in Tor­ 
rance and is currently affilia­ 
ted with the Little Company 
of Mary Hospital, as Chief Phy­ 
sical Therapist, a position he 
will continue to occupy con­ 
currently with his new post.

O'Neill is married with four 
children, and is a graduate of 
the University of Florida, with 
a degree in Physical Education. 
He holds a certificate in Phy- 
sicap Therapy from the Nation­ 
al Naval MedicaJ Center, Be- 
thesda, Maryland.
